SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Feb.  1:,  1944. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sandown: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

As  we  all  realize,  the  past  school  year  has  been  dur- 
ing one  of  the  most  critical  war  periods  we  have  ex- 
perienced. Schools  have  been  affected  because  of  trying 
mental-strains  on  the  part  of  parents,  children  and 
teachers  as  well  as  by  the  prevalent  lack  of  normal 
home  life  caused  by  industrial  boom  and  increased  em- 
ployment of  adult  members  of  the  family.  Children 
have  been  handicapped  in  many  instances  by  having 
been  left  more  "on  their  own".  Those  under  the  age  of 
10  who  lack  supervision  and  parental  guidance  at  home 
today  may  be  the  real  problems  tomorrow.  However, 
it  appears  that  all  are  attempting  to  make  the  best  of 
the  situation  and  are  looking  ahead  to  renewed  nor- 
mal times  with  optimism  and  enthusiasm. 

To  refute  the  often  repeated  statements  by  high  ad- 
ministrative officials  that  the  people  do  not  seem  to  be 
conscious  of  or  sufficiently  realistic  in  their  attitude 
toward  the  awfulness  of  this  global  war,  Dr.  Moehlman 
in  "The  Nations  Schools"  magazine  for  February  1944, 
makes  the  following  statements:       "No  nation  on  the 


face  of  the  earth  has  ever  undergone  so  complete  and: 
rapid  a  transition  from  highly  organized  pacifism  to 
war  in  so  short  a  time.  No  people  has  ever  voluntarily- 
given  so  much  of  its  income  through  self-taxation  and 
voluncary  savings  to  the  support  of  war  effort." 

Today  our  soldiers  are  fighting  in  practically  every- 
part  of  the  world  to  restore  peace  and  freedom. 

Tomorrow  the  students  who  are  now  in  our  schools, 
must  help  to  solve  the  tremendous  problems  involved  if 
that  peace  is  to  be  made  permanent.  Our  country  will 
need  informed,  enlightened  and  devoted  citizens  then, 
as  much  as  it  needs  trained,  loyal  and  courageous 
soldiers  now. 

Boys  and  girls,  who  in  other  times  would  nave  com- 
pleted their  elementary  and  high  school  training,  are 
now  leaving  school  in  large  numbers.  In  some  com- 
munities; the  exodus  from  school  has  reached  prop.zr- 
tion?  alarming  to  those  concerned  with  the  success  of 
the  war  effort  and  for  the  longtime  effort  of  youth. 

The  motives  which  cause  pupils  to  leave  school  are 
understandable — attractions  of  high  wages,  desire  to 
do  something  definite  to  help  win  the  war,  the  influence 
of  the  example  of  others  who  have  left,  and  the  induce- 
ments of  those  who  do  not  realize  the  value  of  increased 
schooling.  It  is  generally  agreed  by  army  and  civilian 
authorities  that  the  greatest  service  which  boys  and 
girls  of  sixteen  and  seventeen  can  render  to  the  war 
effort  is  to  get  ready  for  national  service  in  the  armed 
forces,  in  war  production,  in  civilian  war  agencies  or 
in  specialized  training  by  continuation  of  regular 
schooling  at  least  until  high  school  graduation.  From 
the  financial  standpoint,  a  Research  Bulletin  of  the 
National  Education  Association  presents  the  following: 
"Time  and  money  invested  in  education  brings  hand- 
some economic  return.  The  probable  life  earnings  of  a 
typical  elementary,  high  school  and  college  graduate  in- 
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comparison  to  the  required  schooling  is  shown  below. 

Schooling  Period  of  work  Total  earnings 

Elementary  46  years  (14  to  60)  $  64,000 

High  School  42  years  (18  to  60)  88,000 

College  38  years  (22  to  60)  160,000 

Text  books:  More  world-mindedness  is  being  devel- 
oped in  our  older  children  by  more  careful  selection  of 
subject  matter  by  text-book  writers  -  a  fact  which  will 
ultimately  develop  the  power  to  think  out  the  relation 
of  facts  to  the  actual  interests  of  the  entire  world.  It 
is  probably  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  world- 
mindedness  is  growing  with  every  passing  week.  In  our 
own  schools,  perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  improvements 
in  study  materials  has  been  the  continuation,  as 
-finances  would  permit,  of  the  new  reading  system  which 
\  as  started  two  years  ago.  Anyone  familiar  with  the 
new  reading  materials  in  contrast  with  the  old  texts 
can  readily  see  the  stimulating  advantages  to  the 
younger  children. 

School  Buildings:  A  new  stove  was  installed  in  the 
Clark  School  and  several  minor  repairs  were  made  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  and  the  buildings  are  in  good  gen- 
eral repair.  However,  the  need  for  a  new  school  is  still 
evident.  We  note  from  observation  and  from  publica- 
tions that  most  communities  have  kept  their  school 
"buildings  on  a  par  with,  or  even  ahead  of  the  average 
liome  in  the  community.  School  buildings  are  a  means 
to  an  end;  they  should  be  media  for  the  progress  of  hu- 
man development. 

Shortly  after  the  distribution  of  War  Ration  Book  No. 
4,  Chester  Bowles,  Acting  Administrator  for  the  Office 
of  Price  Administration  wrote  "The  distribution  of  War 
Hation  Book  4  has  been  carried  out  with  dispatch  and 
-precision.  We  are  indebted  again,  as  we  have  been  in 
the  past  to  the  school  officials  and  teachers  of  the  na- 
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tio-n — I  feel  sure  that  they  will  be  relieved  to  know  that 
the  task  will  not  have  to  be  repeated  soon".  Other  vol- 
unteers who  helped  in  this  task  should  also  be  com- 
mended. 

About  fifty  percent  of  the  teachers  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  14  were  new  to  their  respective  positions  this 
year.  Sandown  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Mrs.  Ina  Elkins  of  Hampton  Falls,  N.  H.  at  the  Clark 
school  after  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Lora  Sinskie  on 
Oct.  12,  1943. 

Both  schools  are  operating  effectively  in  addition  to 
their  regular  work  have  participated  in  the  Schools-at- 
war  program  by  purchasing  war  stamps  and  bonds. 
The  pupils  of  the  Clark  School  have  invested  $87.40 
and  the  pupils  at  the  Pine  Grove  School,  $95.05  since 
September.  Each  group  received  a  certificate  from  the 
IT.  S.  Treasury  for  its  good  work.  Among  the  projects 
carried  on  by  the  pupils,  those  at  the  Pine  School  made 
Christmas  cards  and  sent  one  to  each  Sandown  boy  in 
the  service.  They  have  had  practical  and  interesting 
experience  at  letter  writing  by  corresponding  with  Mr. 
Edwin  Pressy  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Pressy  attend- 
ed that  school  many  years  ago.  Pupils  at  the  Clark 
School  have  folded  750  surgical  dressings  for  the  Red 
Cross  during  their  odd  moments.  Each  school  has 
access  to  a  radio  with  which  the  pupils  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  advantage  of  the  programs  presented 
by  The  American  School  of  the  Air. 

Standardized  achievement  tests  have  been  adminis- 
tered to  all  children  above  grade  one  and  results  show 
that  pupils  are  working  up  to  their  capacity.

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  when  democracy 
3s  much  discussed  to  put  forth  the  democratic  ideal  in 
music. 

Too  long  there  has  been  a  wall  which  separated  the 
musician  from  other  people.  Thanks  to  the  radio  and 
phonograph,  good  listening  is  for  everyone.  This  is  a 
great  step  forward  and  its  importance  in  the  world  of 
music  cannot  be  over-estimated.  Training  in  listening 
.should  be  part  of  every  child's  education.  But  this  is  not 
enough.  If  we  are  to  uphold  the  democratic  ideal,  we 
l>elieve  that  there  is  creative  intelligence  present  to  a 
certain  extent  in  every  child  and  we  also  believe  that 
this  urge  should  have  an  outlet.  Singing  or  playing  a 
musical  instrument  is  a  most  satisfying  expression  of 
this  creative  urge.  This  in  short  is  the  opportunity  we 
"try  to  provide  in  public  school  music. 

In  Sandown  in  the  first  four  grades  the  singing  is 
entirely  by  note  to  provide  a  background  for  this  later 
-work  in  reading  and  to  provide  experience  in  musical 
■expression.  In  the  four  upper  grades,  the  songs  are 
mostly  read  with  an  occasional  seasonal  or  holiday 
Tote  song.  Theory  is  kept  at  a  minimum  and  confined  to 
problems  contained  in  the  songs  sung.
